During  her  travels, 
she  spread  inspiration  and  hope 
for  happiness  among  the  South 
American  people. 

She  feels  her  mission  is  to 
help  the  five  million  handicap- 
ped Americans  “to  live  again.”

Letter  to  editor . . . 

Not  my  words, 
critic  clarifies 

I have  just  read  my  review  in 
your  paper,  and  I am  surprised 
to  find  a paragraph  in  it  which 
I did  not  write.  I would  appre- 
ciate your  publishing  this  as  an 
explanation. 

The  complete  paragraph  say- 
ing many  viewers  felt  it  was 
too  poetic  and  not  dramatic  was 
not  mine.  And  the  large  title 
proclaiming  a similar  idea  was 
not  from  my  critique.  No  where 
did  I intimate  such  a thing. 

MR.  LARSON  IS'  a fine  writer 
and,  as  a writer,  he  has  the 
right  to  choose  any  medium  he 
chooses.  If  his  critics  feel  he  is 
not  as  prificient  in  playwright- 
ing  as  in  poetry  that  is  their 
prerogative.  Since  this  is  his 
first  produced  play,  it  seems 
likely  that  he  does  move  in 
prosody  with  more  ease.  Yet, 
the  fact  that  the  play  has  been 
at  Princeton  and  the  fact  that 
one  of  his  plays  is  to  be  done 
in  Finland — one  of  playwright- 
ing’s  highest  honors  — must 
prove  they  have  merit. 

And  there  are  always  those 
who  do  not  ‘hue  to  the  line’  so 
to  speak,  yet  make  enormous 
success.  Thornton  Wilder’s  “Our 
Town,”  is  certainly  a different 
approach  than  the  usual.  Saroy- 
an’s plays  seem  to  break  all  the 
rules.  Though  knowing  the  rules 
to  break  in  any  form,  and  disci- 
pline are  always  important. 

GETTING  BACK  TO  the  state- 
ment that  “The  Mantle  of  the 
Prophet,”  is  more  poetry  than 
drama.  This  is  simply  not  true. 
(I  might  not  have  said  this  be- 
fore seeing  the  play.)  I was  not 
conscious  of  the  verse  intruding 
except  in  the  first  act  arid  the 
last  speech.  And  it  was  not  an 
intrusion  but  a delight  to  me, 
although,  as  I said,  I should  have 
liked  these  speeches  as  prologue 
and  epilogue,  since  they  were 
too  much  for  ordinary  men  to 
be  uttering.  The  other  acts  had 
suspense,  climax  and  were  good 
stage  play. 

I am  happy  to  be  responsible 
for  any  criticisms  I made,  which 
I honestly  felt  might  improve 
the  production.  But,  I refuse  to 
be  responsible  for  vague  inuen- 
does.  LET  THOSE  WHO  WISH 
IT  SAID,  SAY  IT  UNDER 
THEIR  BYLINE,  NOT  MINE. 
Whoever  inserted  the  lines 
should  not  be  afraid  to  admit  to 
their  opinion. 

Remeber  the  quotation,  “A 
prophet  is  not  without  honor 
save  in  his  own  country.”  We 
could  well  have  greatness  in  our 
midst.

He  was  a four-year-old  Ko- 
rean orphan,  and  he  was  com- 
pletely alone.  He  had  no  money. 

But  young  Pauli  Shin  had  a 
desire:  he  wanted  to  go  to 
school.  So  he  boarded  a train 
headed  for  Seoul,  capital  of  Ko- 
rea, thinking  he  could  go  to 
school  there. 

“But  I didn’t  have  the  money 
to  go  to  school,”  he  recalled. 
“I  picked  up  newspapers  from 
the  street  and  asked  people  how 
to  read  them,  and  I studied  and 
learned  how  to  read  out  of 
them.” 

“IN  THE-  NEXT  12  years  I 
sustained  myself  how  ever  I 
could,”  he  said. 

Spending  several  months  dur- 
ing that  time  in  Russia  and 
Communist  China  caused  Shin 
to  comment,  “I’d  rather  be  dead 
than  Red.” 

When  the  Korean  War  broke 
out,  16-year-old  Shin  became  an 
interpreter  for  the  United  States 
Army.  He  was  impressed  by 
Dr*  Ray  Pauli,  a U.  S.  soldier, 
“because  he  was  different  from 
the  other  G.  I.’s,”  and  it  was  Dr. 
Pauli  who  introduced  him  to 
Mormonism. 

“HE  GAVE  me  a book,  “Prin- 
ciples of  the  Gospel,”  Shin  said. 
“Since  I spoke  only  broken  Eng- 
lish and  could  read  no  English, 
I had  to  read  it  with  the  aid  of 
an  English  dictionary.” 
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“After  reading  the  book,  I 
studied  Catholicism  and  a num- 
ber of  other  religions  for  nine 
months,”  he  remarked.  “I  want- 
ed to  know  the  meaning  of  life, 
the  purpose  of  my  being  here.” 

“I  could  not  find  my  an- 
swer from  these  churches,”  he 
said,  “so  I went  back  to  the 
Mormon  Church  and  decided  to 
read  the  Book  of  Mormon.” 

“AGAIN,  I HAD  to  read  with 
the  aid  of  an  English  diction- 
ary,” he  explained.  “I  would 
read  each  word,  look  it  %up, 
write  its  meaning  in  my  note- 
book. After  I had  completed  an 
entire  sentence,  I would  read  it 
and  try  to  understand  it.” 

“In  this  manner,  I read  the 
Book  of  Mormon  five  times  un- 
til I was  convinced  that  this 
was  what  I had  been  waiting 
for%  all  my  life,”  he  continued. 
“It  took  12  months  to  do  this, 
and  I was  baptized  in  1954.” 

In  the  same  year,  Shin  was  a 
member  of  the  committee  that 
translated  the  Book  of  Mormon 
into  Korean. 

The  19-year-old  Korean  had 
had  no  formal  education. 

“PRACTICALLY  all  my  edu- 
cation I obtained  on  my  own,” 
he  commented.  “I  had  a great 
desire  to  learn.” 

The  youth  in  1954-55  at  last 
was  able  to  taste  of  formal  ed- 
ucation. He  studied  at  private 
schools  almost  two  years  before 
the  LDS  Church  and  Dr.  Pauli 
beckoned  in  America.  Young 
Shin  later  became  the  adopted 
son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pauli,  and 
he  took  their  name  for  his  first 
name. 

“When  I first  arrived  in  Amer- 
ica, I was.  spellbound,”  Shin  re- 
membered. “I  wanted  to  kneel  on 
the  earth  and  feel  it  and  smell 
it.” 

“KOREA  GAVE  me  birth,”  he 
said,  “but  America  gave  me 
life.” 

“I  have  traveled  in  about  45 
different  countries  now,”  he 
stated,  “and  I have  never  found 
another  like  this.  This  is  a great 
country,  a land  of  opportunity; 
but,  unfortunately,  many 
Americans  take  all  this  for 
granted.” 

After  spending  three  years  as 
an  LDS  missionary  and  two 
years  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  Shin 
applied  for  admittance  to  BYU. 
He  passed  the  necessary  exam- 
ination with  a high  score,  and 
was  admitted  on  a scholarship. 
After  two  years  of  study  at 
BYU,  he  plans  to  graduate  this 
August. 

HE  HAS  BEEN  awarded  the 
National  Defense  Scholarship 
to  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
There,  he  plans  to  pursue  his 
doctorate  in  international  af- 
fairs. 

“Eventually  I want  to  work 
as  a mediator  between  the  East 
and  the  West  because  I have 
tasted  both  ways  of  life,”  he 
remarked.

The  29-year-old  wife  of  Kent 
Nielsen,  instructor  in  the  De- 
partment of  Bible  and  Modern 
Scripture  died  Wednesday  night 
in  Utah  Valley  Hospital  of  neph- 
ritis, a kidney  disease.

ANN’S  FIRST  comb-out  re- 
ceived its  casual  effect  by  brush- 
ing the  hair  firmly  from  the 
crown  and  sides  to  the  nape  of 
the  neck.
